Selectmen of Litchfield. 
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The Common School is recognized by Statesmen as 
the basis of Free Government. In it is furnished for 
the great majority, the only opportunity to obtain a 
school education. Itis supported by the tax laid upon 
all, in its care and direction, women as well as men 
have an equal right to be heard and an equa! duty to per- 
form. How to obtain its advantages in the highest de- 
gree demands the most thoughtful consideration. 


Home influence is a power frequently not realized 
to quicken or retard the progress of the school. Right-' 
ly directed, it makes attendance regular and prompt: 
without which the pupils cannot keep in and up with 
the class, which destroys a healthy competition so stim- 
ulating to progress. 


Order is a necessity. It can best be maintained by 
the parents cheerfully surrendering the necessary power 
and authority to, and a hearty co-operation with the 
teacher in the methods used. When these duties have 
been fully performed, then and then only the teacher be- 
comes responsible for the success of the school. 


The difficulty of procuring suitable teachers becomes 
greater every year. The attractions of city life and 
graded schools are more agreeable than small country 
schools.

The board of education reorganized so near the 
time of the commencement of the Spring term, made it 
more difficult to obtain teachers, so many had been en- 
gaged, but by the kindness of the Superintendent of 
schools of Naskua we procured a list of teachers who 
had passed an examination there, from which we pro- 
cured Miss Kate Niland, who began the school in No. 
rt and taught one week, when she resigned to prepare 
for a higher graded school. But fortunately we obtain- 
ed the services of Miss M. W. Griffin for the remainder 
of the term, and also the fall term. 


Miss Griffin well known as an experienced teacher 
who can bring the necessary qualifications in a marked 
degree, has achieved unusual success. Miss Griffin, feel- 
ing compelled to resign the offer of the winter term, we 
procured Miss Minnie E. Geary a pupil of the Normal 
School of Maine. Miss Geary has continued the work 
so well inaugurated by Miss Griffin and by her unre- 
mitting efforts has won the commendation of the board. 
The school has been broken up by sicknes and the fear 
of a contagious disease during the winter term. On the 
whole the progress has been good. 


In No. 3 Miss H. E. Thompson was employed for 
the three terms. Miss Thompson aided by an exper- 
ience acquired in teaching several terms in the schools of 
Hudson has shown an aptness for her duties that has 
‘won the regard of pupils and parents as well as of the 
board. | 


We congratulate the Town that, by procuring such 
Teachers as we have had during the year, the schools 
have been so eminently successful, marred by no com- 
plaint of insubordination or dis8atisfaction of any kind.
